CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
Two yedrs ago Governor Elaine sup- 


ported a plank in the Progressive nation- 
al platform -which reads: • ""We favor 
submitting to the people for their consid- 
erste judgment a constitutional amend- 
m<-uL providing that congress may by re- 
, enacting a statute make it effective over 
a judicial veto." This is the proposal 
•wLicL would nullify the constitution, tvith 
its social, political and religious guaran- 


• tees, by making it possible-for congress 


to enact any law it pleased in defiance of 
a constitutional provision. If the supreme 
court held a congressional act in violation 
of the constitution, all congress would - 
have to do to make the law valid and 
binding would be to re-enact it. "We won- 
der if the people of "Wisconsin appreciate 
the full significance of this proposal. "We 
wonder if they realize the'dangers it. car- 
ries, especially to their religious and per- 
sonal liberties. 
' 
> 


Since this proposal came up two im- 


portant cases ,in point have arisen, which 
forcefully demonstrate the peril of mak- 
ing an ever changing legislative body the 
supreme authority, and oi doing' away 
with the constititfion and its safeguards. 
The first case was that of a law enacted 
by the state of Oregon which in effect 
prohibited parochial schools by requiring 
every child in that state within certain 
ages to attend a public school. This law, 
which aroused the strong opposition of 
Catholics and Lutherans, was neverthe- 
less upheld by the supreme court of Ore- 
gon. 
It was held by those who opposed 


it to be unconstitutional and the case was 
appealed to the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States, which sustained this contention - 
and declared the law invalid. The only 
thing that saved the parochial schools of 
Oregon from being peremptorily closed 
-was the provision of the federal constitu- 
tion guaranteeing religious liberty, and 
the supreme court to give it -vitality. 


Under a change such as 3Ir. Elaine 


supports, it would be possible for the con- 
gress to pass a law closing all parochial 
schools in the United States by requiring 
children to attend public school 
If the 


supreme court held the law unconstitu- 
tional, as it would be compelled to do.— 
congress could make the law effective by 
re-enacting it over the so-called veto of 
the supreme court. This is precisely the 
po,wer Mr. Elaine advocates conferring 
ttpon congress. 


Another case, involving the same prin- 


ciple, arose in Kansas. In that state they 
passed an industrial law wbich forbade 
strikes. 
The labor unions of course re- 


sisted the law. but the supreme court of 
Kansas held it valid. This case was ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of the United 
States, and by that body declared uncon- 
stitutional. If Mr. Blaine's proposal for 
making congressional enactments the su- 
preme law of the land, in defiance of even 
the constitution, were to prevail, it would 
be possible for the congress to pass a "..iw 
forbidding strikes and destroying that 


, right. If the supreme court held it un- 


constitutional, as it would be compelled 
to do, congress could make it effective by 
re-enacting it. Is this the kind of power 
organized labor wishes to lodge in a body 
like congress, the political complexion of 
which is constantly changing and whose 
will and whims are never certain and are 
likely at any time to break out in some 
astonishing piece of legislation ? Does it 
wish to give congress all power in defin- 
ing and determining its status, its rights, 
its privileges, and relinquish the rights 
and protection it now enjoys under the 
constitution 1 


These are pertinent questions. 
In 


fact, they are crucial questions. They 
involve every privilege conferred upon 
the individual American citizen by the 
constitution of the United States, which 
throughout the world is recognized as the 
greatest bulwark of freedom ever erected 
by the brain of man. Under such a plan 
as advocated by Mr. Elaine it would be 
possible to effectually destroy religious 
liberty, political freedom, social equality. 
Under it any class of "citizens might>be 
disfranchised. The right to vote could be 
based tipon property or any one, of a doz- 
en requirements that would involve dis- 
crimination: rights and privileges of the 
church could be impaired, particularly 
the Catholic. 
The great gains made by 


organized labor over years of educatiojn 
and strife, together with numerous funda- 
mental rights confirmed by the supreme 
court, could be wiped out by a single act 
of congress. 


And we must not forget that those 


things happen. 
Parliaments in other 


countries have forbidden strikes, and have 
used the power of government to compel 
men to work against their will. They have 
.done it in emergencies, they have done it' 
out of emergencies. 
In many countries 


labor has been kept in a servile state by 
legislative bodies, whereas if they had pos- 
sessed a constitution like that of the Unit- 
ed States labor would have been protect- 
ed. The application to religion is equally 
broad. Persecution of or discrimination 
against religious bodies, sects and denom- 
inations by parliaments are on record — 
without number. 


Mr. Elaine supports the proposition of 


making congress supreme, and of doing 
away with constitutional safeguards, as- 
suming it will draw votes from the un- 
thinking on the theory that the people 
could then enact whatever laws they 
pleased, and that classes like labor or the 
farmer could obtain 
legislation vthey 


willed at the expense of other classes, and 
in defiance of the constitution. It is an 
utterly false assumption, false in point of 
fact and false in principle. 
To invest 


such power in congress "\\ould lead only 
to license .and disorder. There would in- 
evitably be reprisals by one class against 
another,1 and the"'people- would oscillate 
from one position to another, just as they 
now support one party one year and an- 
other the following year. 
The* wildest 


sort of legislation~would be enacted, and 
when its error was discovered from costly 
experience the pendulum would swing the 
other way and the reverse extremes would 
be applied. Nothing would be stable or 
safe from year to year. There would bs 
no security, and no continuity of any- 
thing. It would bring about chaos in our 
political, social, religious and economic 
life. 


It is no defense to this fantastic pro- 


posal that something analogous to it ex-/ 
ists in Great Britain. ' It is not only not 
literally true, but there is this vital dif- 
ference in the fabric of the two peoples 
and the history and traditions of their in- 
stitutions, that the British will submit to' 
arbitrary authority and to summary 
abridgement of popular rights which 
would be intolerable to Americans. "Wit- 
ness the recent general strike in London, 
when the government resorted to powers 
to break it that the American working- 
man would'never stand for. and yet which 
were accepted in the main by labor there 
as a matter of course. Peoples which 
have for centuries been under monarchial 
rule differ essentially from those ^vhich 
have grown up under the liberties such 
as obtain under the American constitu- 
tion. Few people in Europe question acts 
of parliaments, or even the decrees of dic- 
tators. They obey them regardless of the 
burdens or hardships they impose. 


"We have an altogether different situa- 


tion in free and democratic America. Here 
it is absolutely necessary that popular 
rights be conserved and protected by an 
organic bill of rights .such as is embodied 
in the constitution. To do away with this 
constitution, or to permit congress to ov- 
er-ride it at will, would be sheer folly. 
The rights of minorities would be forever 
destroyed. For every rlpcision by the su- 
preme court that could be justly criti- 
cized by any class or interest, there have 
been a hundred which upheld the rights 
fought for and won in the war of the 
Revolution and which are priceless to 
each and every citizen of this republic. 
Senator Lenroot opposes a change \\ hich 
would make congress the supreme power 
in our government, permitting it to nul- 
lify the constitution'at will, while Gov- 
ernor Elaine supports it. 
"Which of these 


two is the wiser in his counsel? 
Which 


do we as a people .propose to follow ? >.

If the writer 
has been asked once 'how old is the 
Chief?' he has heard it a. thousand 
times in the past few years. It has 
been the general openton that 'George 
T.' that is the Chief's official name 
on the Oneida birth records was. at 
least. ,50 years old and some of the 
old timers thought he might have 
reached the sixty mark. 


TOUCHY ABOUT AGE 


Williams never talked about his

Nearly every- 
body thinks I am a whole lot older 
because 1 have been In the game ever 
since 1905 and you 'newspaper guys' 
have been calling me an 'old man' 
since the Giants farmed me out' to 
New Haven in 1909. An Indian never 
gets old until he is sixty and then he 
isn't -very old. They generally die 
'young.' 
"All right. Chief, you're; forty. We'll 


give you the-beneflt of'the doubt.y we 
remarked, still gasping for breath 
from'the surprise, "But you will" have 
to present some facts to make _this 
~s~tory'~so"right with the fans or else 
they will be thinking that you filled 
me with a lot of bunk." 


"I can do that too," said George T- 


"But wait a minute until 1 take my 
turn at the plate."* He went up for 
batting practice and stung three on 
the nose just as if he was hitting 
away against Father Time.

Chief said: "Here goes. It is a long 
story but I'll snap through like I 
steal second.

"I -was bern -March 27, 18S6 out 


there on the reservation and played 
my first 'outside' ball with the Ne- 
braska Indians in J905. with the 
braska Indians in 1905.
